TsJO  outstanding  events  have  marked  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the 
^  year  under  review  but  the  normal  work  has  considerably  increased. 


The  Committee  wish  to  tender  their  very  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Davies,  who  for  a  short  time  resided  at  “Lynton,”  Wallingford,  for  a  further 
gift  of  £100.  Another  contribution  of  £100  in  memory  of  the  late  Miss  Bull 
has  been  gratefully  acknowledged,  as  well  two  legacies,  one  of  £100  from 
the  late  Miss  A.  M.  Orpwood,  the  other  £10  from  the  late  Miss  C.  E.  Hatt.
